MODERATE ESTIMATE. 


Dr. Archibald of the Board of Health 


says: 


"I think that 110,000 estimated pop- 


ulation of Oakland Is very moderate. 


The city has been building up with 


unprecedented speed. 


"The official records of the Build- 


ing Inspector, the Board of Health and 


the Board of Public Works show that 


Oakland in all of Us hlstorys has 


never enjoyed such a steady growth. 


"Unless all signs fall there will ,bs 


a real boom here. We have had 
a 


steady growth that In any commun- 


ity would be considered a boom but 


the progress of the last y«ar Indicates 
that we have only begun and that 


the next year will see an increase of 


twice what we have now."

sors in which MacMullan stated to the 
Board that he would expert the county

ttxes recovered, as his pay. It he dls- j 
covered no property he was to get no j 
pay; if he was successful in his search, 
and It was property that had escaped

Therefore, omitting the Ice that will 
still be harvested from rivers and lakes, 
the total maximum supply for this year 
Is estimated at 1,600,000 tons. 


This against a total available supply of 


4,500,000 tons last year. 
There Is 


longer any doubt that New York is In 
real danged of an ice famine. 
The first 


rise In tho price of Ice in New York 
went into offect yesterday. Last year, 
ice sold for thirty cents a hundred to 
private families. 
For wholesale purch- 


asers last year's price of 1714 cents 
has been changed to 25 cents a hund- 
red pounds, with a rebate of five cents 
for the man who uses more than three 
tons a week. 


Not in Kixteen years has New York 


faced such an Iceless prospect as this 
year. 
In 1890, there was a great deal 


of trouble and the whole country was 
scoured for Ice.

steamer Redondo, Captain Ahlln, which 
left Portland for San Francisco at 
6 


o'clock Wednesday evening, went ashore 
at 8:30 p. m. on a rock Jetty opposite 
the town of St. Helens, thirty-five miles 
below Portland. The disaster was caused 
ny the failure of the steering gear to 
work at a critical moment. 


The Redondo was running at full speed. 
and with the assistance of a six-knot 
current was making about fourteen knots. 
When she reached a sharp turn In the 
channel she failed to answer her helm. 
River Pilot Bailey, who was In charge 
of the vessel, signaled for the engines to 
be stopped, but she sheered to starboard 
and her momentum carried the steamer 
through and ever the rocks of the jetty f. 
distance of forty feet. 
She Is hanging 
with her bow inside the breakwater, and 
eight fathoms of water under her stern. 
There is a hole in her bottom, but the 
pumps aro keeping her clear. 
When she struck there was a panic 
among the score of passengers aboard. 
The officers ordered the lifeboats manned 
and-tbe order was carried out promptly. 
When it was seen that the steamer was 
hard and fast and in no danger of sink- 
ing-, the excitement subsided. The passen- 
gers wore caried to St. Helens yesterday 
morning In gasoline launches, and came 
to Portland •, esterday afternoon on the 
steamer Potter, from Astoria. 
George Taylor Jr. of Taylor, Young & 


Co., 
Portland, agents for the Redondo. 
visited tha wreck in company with An- 
drew Hoben, surveyor for Bureau Verl- 
tas, who recommended that the deck 
load be lightered. This is being accom- 
plished as rapdily as possible. 
The steamer carried a cargo -of 800 
tons of wheat and 260,000 feet of lumber. 
It will probably be necessary to lighter 
the entire cargo before she can be pulled 
off the jetty. An effort will first be made 
to float her after the lumber has been 
removed, and if that fails the wheat will 
also be ta,ken off. Barges will be used 
for lightering the cargo, but no provision 
has yet been made for disposing of It. 
Only the double bottom of the Redondo 
saved her from going down, as the water 
is deep just outside the Jetty. 
The Redondo Is lying on the Washing- 
ton side, and about twenty mllea above 
the wreck ot the George W. Elder, which 
went ashore over a year ago near Goble.

PATTERSON GIVES 


UP OFFICE 


IS NOT SATISFIED WITH CON- 


DUCT OF AFFAIRS IN 


JHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, March 2 — Commissioner of 


Public "Works Joseph Medlll Patterson 
has tendered his resignation to Mayor 
Dunne 
The resignation was sent by Mr. 


Patterson to Mayor Dunne Wednesday, 
but nothing was publicly known of the 
resignation until a copy mailed by Mr. 
Patterson at Washington was received 
by the City Press Association here. 


The letter written by Mr. Patterson to 
Mayor Dunne In part follows: 
"It was through a common belief In 
the causo of 
municipal 
ownership 
of 
municipal utlltles that I first became ac- 
quainted with you, and in this letter of 
resignation I desire to express publicly 
just how my views on this subject have 
changed. 
They have not diminished; 
they have enlarged, 
I used to belle vo 
that many of the ills under which thu 
nation suffers, and by fhich it Is threat- 
ened, would be prevented or avoided by 
the general Inauguration of public own- 
ership of public utilities. But my experi- 
ence In the Department of Public works 
has convinced me that this policy would 
not ba even one-fourth 
of 
the 
way 
sufficient " 


CITES CASES. 


Mr. Patterson then oltes th« cases of 
Great Britain and Germany. 
In 
the 
former 
country, 
he 
declares, where 
municipal trading has been successfully 
developed, the problem 
of 
tho 
unem- 
ployed Is becoming of tremendous in- 
tensity. In Germany, where government 
ownership of railroads haa bean Inaug- 
urated and municipal ownership of pub- 
lic utilities IB paramount, the poor are 
growing poorer and the rich are grow- 
ing: richer with an acceleration hardly 
less than that so evident In the United 
States. 
He calls the attention of th« Mayor to 
two instances in this city where largo 
corporations have attempted, as he says, 
to override the law 
The letter concludes 
as follows: 


"The 
universal ballot rlvea every .male 
citizen an 
equal political opportunity. 
Common ownership of all the mean a of 
production and distribution would give 
sverybody an equal chance at music, art, 
sport, study, recreation, travel, eelf-re- 
spect and the respect of others. 
I for 
one cannot see why these things should 
be concentrated more and more In the 
hands of a few. I believe that the own- 
ership from which money springs should 
be vested In the whole community. 
In 
other words, as I understand It, I am. a 
Socialist. I have hardly read a book on 
Socialism, but that which I have Just 
enunciated I believe In general 10 be their 
theory. If It be their theory, I am a 
Socialist. You will find, and other ad- 
vanced liberals and radicals who bellex'e 
as >ou do will soon find, that you are 
merely paltering with ekln-deep matters 
when you stop short of Socialism." 
Mayor Dunne at once wrote Mr. Pat- 
terson, accepting his resignation and 
promising to reply to his letter In the 
near future 
"I have accepted the resignation of Mr, 


Patterson with sincere regrets," said the 
mayor. 
"He says he has resigned be- 


cause he Is a {Socialist I do not think 
that It was necessary for him to resign 
because he cannot accomplish everrthlnff 
the Socialists want accomplish^ 0. He has 
evidently become disheartened."

Underwood

of Confederate dead. Kahn Instantly 
made a point of order against It on 
ths same ground that Underwood had 
urged.

Tom Fitch's Oratorical Hydraulics. 


Hon. Thomas Fitch of Nevada, Utah, California, Arizona and 


Hawaii has taken up the Owens river water project on the tip of 
his tongue and inflated it with a mighty blast of hot air. The 
Owens river project could have no more appropriate promoter than 
the 
Honorable Tom, 
whose fancy and eloquence limn every 


Scheme in the color of the coin in which he is paid, and even robe 
the dryest of subjects in the vernal tints of the poetic greenback. 
Owens river is an arid subject—drouthy one, we might say—but 
Mr. Fitch has watered it with Pierian springs and bespangled it 
with the flowers of rhetoric. 


At a Chamber of Commerce banquet in Los Angeles, Mr. 


Fitch, who gained his first knowledge of irrigation when he was 
trying to break into the Senate from Utah in the palmy days of 
Brigham 
Young, opened up on the Owens river scheme in this 


forensic fashion: 


"The scientists tell us that ages ago, when the ichthyosaurus 


Swarmed in Devonian seas, and the mastodon roamed in the ante- 
diluvian forests of the Arctic, then the waters 
of Owens 
river 


flowed into San Fernando valley. But the surrounding mountains 
•were one day attacked by a Japanese jitsu wrestler of the period, a 
ruffianly earthquake, which dislocated their ribs, and as a result 
the river was expelled from its lawful bed, and forced to take up 
with an uncongenial spouse, now called Owens lake, in 
whose 


alkaline arms it has ever since unhappily rested." 


Xo wondei this was received with applause and laughter; it 


is as reierberatory and harmless as a salvo from the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery of Boston, whose gun practice is limited to 
snapshot-, at close range from pocket flasks. 
But the Honorable 


Tom proceeded—he always does 
With a fine appreciation of the 


humor of the thing, he said: "It is a curious coincidence that the 
first noint that will be reached b> the river in its journey hither is 
known by the 
uneuphonious 
name ot" 
Jawbone 
Canyon." If 


of Oakland, Aiarneda and Berkeley a cheaper, simpler and more] 
effective government, but so long as this consideration, usually 
deemed paramount, is subordinated tb narrow local pride and the 
paltry ambitions of parochial politics, it is futile to agitate the 
question. 
So long as Berkeley 
wishes to remain distinctively 


Berkeley and Alameda distinctively Alameda, it is useless to ex- 
patiate on the material advantages to be derived from consolidation 
until physical growth has obliterated the imaginary lines drawn 
by municipal politics. So long as 
partiality for a name over- 


shadows and outweighs the solid argument of reduced taxes and 
more 
efficient government, 
discussion of the subject is futile. 


Either Berkeley or Alameda would be a more euphonious, distinc- 
tive and appropriate name for the consolidated city, but Oaklanders 
would contend that the greater wealth and population of their city 
entitles it to retain its name. 
The inhabitants of Alameda and 


Berkeley are even more 
strongly wedded to the names of their 


cities. 


A consolidation in name only is neither desirable nor prac- 


ticable. We must either become one city or remain apart for the 
present. There is nothing to be gained by a federation' of muni- 
cipalities. And the scheme of real consolidation will be hindered 
rather than promoted by a federation which sets up a shadow 
lacking in substance.

As long as he spoke the flow was 
copious, inexhaustible; even the champagne glasses overflowed in 
their 
enthusiasm 
over 
the 
pictures he drew and the teeming 


treasures he exposed to view at the end of his silver-tipped tongue. 
Moses was no: a circumstance as a water producer, and his rod 
was nowhere beside the implement with which Fitch has unlocked 
many a strong box and the enchanted ears of millions of adoring 
listeners. From El Paso to Death Valley, from 
Pahranegat to 


Pioche, he made the desert bloom as a rose and filled its vacant 
vastness with swarming multitudes, a hurrying commerce and a 
luxuriant vegetation embracing every growth under the sun from 
the ice plant to the mint julep. Then he launched into a eulogy 
of California calculated to make John P. Irish's necktie hide itself 
for shame and envy. It ran thus: 


"With that wealth of sea and shore, of forest and mine, of 


field and orchard did the Almighty endow this, His favorite child? 
Here July suns scorch not and January storms freeze not. Over- 
coats are an incumbrance in winter and fans an impertinence in 
summer. There was never a case of sunstroke or of hydrophobia 
in California. Spring is too busy attending to 
her flowers to 


spread any lap for winter to linger in, and autumn never bids winter 
to get any slciqhbells ready. Winter indeed exists only in the 
almanacs and on the mountain tops. The gardens of Los Angeles 


• know him not. Here nature arrays herself always in lovely toilets 
and the loveliest of all is her Easter gown. Acres of wild violets 
and fields of scarlet poppies. Banks 
of 
lilies and heliotrope. 


Hedges of roses. Orange trees on which belated fruit and pearly 
blossoms may be plucked from the same bough. 
Forests of red- 


wood and pine in the mountains. Groves of oaks in the valleys, 
and the bees luimming all the year round—thus attired does beau- 
tiful and affluent California outstretch her motherly arms to guard 
the health and happiness of her children."

Federation Not True Consolidation. 


Our enterprising neighbor, the San Francisco Call, which keeps 


a •weather eye nxed on the eastern shore of the bay, is again point- 
ing out the advantages, financial and 
political, of the 
several 


municipalities grouped around Oakland joining together and forming 
*a consolidated citv and county government. The idea is not new. 
fTHE TRIBUXE advanced it many years ago, and has at various 
times called attention to its wisdom. 
The 
growing 
solidly 


•together of the several cities and towns points to consolidation as 
manifest de^tiin. Yet parochial ideas and ambitions have thus far 
-prevented the project taking hold of the imaginations and the com- 
.jnon sense of the inhabitants of the eastern shore. 


The chief obstacle to consolidation is the jealous fear of our 


Neighbors in Alameda and Berkeley that they will lose their 
itnunicipal identity and become mere outlying divisions of Oakland. 
fTo offset this objection, the Call suggest* that we form a con- 
solidated government similar to that of Greater New York. 
The 


Jdea J.oes not appeal to us as practical and economical. Special 
reasons exist for the cumbrous and complex municipal machinery 
•In the metropolis, prominent among them being the fact that the 
irity incorporation embraces all of two counties and parts of three 
tnore. In Xew York and Richmond alone are the county terri- 
tories entirely embraced within the 
municipal area. In 
Kings, 


iQueens and Westchester the old dual system of municipal and 
•tounty government pre\ aiK with a borough system added. 


We want nothing of that kind here. There is no reason for it 


jn the first place, and such a system would be objectionable from 
many points of view in the second. It 
would be unnecessarily 


(expensive, and there would be the constant friction necessarily 
incident to several machines performing a service that can be per- 
formed better by one. 


All the' municipalities immediately contiguous on this side of 


the bay 3re in the same county. They are closely joined together, 
undivided by any natural barrier. They are all served by the same 
public service corporations, and their commercial, industrial and 
^ocial life is one and indivisible. The lines are purely artificial and 
political. Why go through the form of consolidation only to more 
firmly establish political separation: do a\\ay with one form of dual 
government to create another? 
i. 
It is easily demoastrable that\ consolidation will give the people

Qaiasls' defense is that, he, a poorly 


educated man, was a servant in the

whoso residence in St. Petersburg men 
affiliated with the revolutionists met and 
planned to overthrow the government; 
that when Lemonsky and his fellow pat- 
riots -were forced to flee, Gaidsis did 
likewise. He Is wanted, the lawyer says, 
and so say the Jewish, Polish and Rus- 
sian exiles here, to reveal tho names of 
the conspirators whose rendezvous was 
the general's mansion.

February 19. 


Durnell was punished for the alleged im- 
rroper plating of his horse Alderman Batt 
in connection with his races at Ascot 
December 20, 25 and. 26. 


Tha ruling by the board in tha case of 


Manager Brooks, after reciting the, four 
specific charges and finding him in each 
Instance not guilty of intentional wrong- 
doing, concludes as follows: 


UPHOLDS BROOKS. 


"In closing, the board finds that none 


of the charges reflecting on Mr. Brooks' 
honor, honesty or Integrity was in -my 
degree sustained by the proofs offered 
at the Investigation. 
We do find, as 


above enumerated, that 
the 
judgment 


used by Mr. Brooks, disposing of two or 
three minor matters, was perhaps faulty. 
There is for this some excuse.

Interesting discussion at the rrfeetlng of 
the freeholders last night, in the City 
Hall, when the men who are to frame 
a new charter for the city of Alameda 
gathered to discuss matters pertaining 
to the fundamental laws. 


C. C. Eoynton 
spoke 
on 
the 
liquor 


question. 
He declared in favor of local 


option and high license, with a limited 
number of saloons. 
Rev. W. Martin, of 


the Firs: Methodist Church, advocated 
the same measure. 


Trusceo Bowers feared that If the sub- 


ject wero touched on in tho charter it 
would cause it to lose many votes, and 
might cause its defeat. 
Trustee Gor- 


ham differed with his associate on the 
Board of Councilman, and declared that 
such a measure would meet with approv- 
al and would not harm the charter. Up- 
on suggestion, it was deckled to consid- 
er the advisability of having this ques- 
tion settled by allowing the people to 
vote an alternative. 
If 
this 
method 


should be adopted, the charter will con- 
tain no mom ion of the liquor question, 
unloss the alternative measure is car- 
ried. Should the measure be carried. It 
would berome the law of tho city. This, 
it was pointed out, would not effect the 
chances of tho (hartor. and at tho same 
time would allow the people to express 
their opinion 
The matter was taken 


under advisement by the freeholders. 


RECEIVE WARNINGS. 


The secretary was in receipt of a num- 


ber of letters from various parts of the 


State, where freeholders' 
charters 
arc 


now in operation. Many provisions were 
quoted by the writers, who warned the 
free-holders to steer ck-ar of them. 
All 


remarked, however, that tho freeholders' 
charter 
was 
preferable 
to 
tho 
class 


charters, 


Dr. G. A Moore, a member of the 


board, wanted discussion on the advis- 
ability of dividing Alameda into fifteen 
wards. 
He also 
wanted 
to know the 


opinion of tho other members in refer- 
ence to increasing the Board of Trustees 
to fifteen men. 
The question was dis- 


cussed at length. 
Many thought It a 


good plan, •while others pointed out that 
H would lead to sectional struggles for 
political power. 
Trustees Bowers and 


Gorhrim thought it best to have a small 
board, as tha members could work bet- 
ter together and represented the whole of 
the city, and not one section. 


The provision regarding the term of 


office for the different officers was giv- 
cussed. 
There was a variance of opin- 


ion on the question. 


AS TO MAYOR. 


It was agreed by all present that if a 


mayor were elected he should not have 
the veto power. The manner of elect- 
ing to this office was touched on, and 
many opinions expressed.

CHICAGO, March 2.—A dispatch to th* 


Tribune from Washington, D. C.f says: 


Besides making preparations 
in 
the 


Philippines to dispatch an army to China 
to protect American Interests, the Sec- 
retary of 'War, In accordance with In- 
structions of the President, has given 
directions for troops in the United States 
to be ready at a moment's notice for ser- 
vfcs In the Far East. 


The President is hopeful that the pre- 


cautionary steps he has taken will have 
the effect of causing- the Empress Dow- 
ager to adopt repressive measures im- 
mediately and thus repress an outbreak. 
Such steps wero imposed upon him by 
reports ho has received from all sections 
of the empire, sent by Consuls and their 
agents, and information received from 
other sources. These reports prove that 
a condition of unrest prevails and that 
Americans and their property are In dan- 
ger In consequence of the feeling created 
by the^ boycott instituted last summer.

of one merchant Instead of another. In 
the end the boycot will doubtless affect 
American trade, but it has not done so 
up to this time.
